LEVELAND, OHIO has five cent fares and good service. 


One may ride from the business center_of the city in 


one direction, nine miles, to a suburb, no transfer required, fare 
five cents. 


In another direction one may ride eleven miles to another 


suburb, no transfer, fare five cents. 


Cleveland's lines are run by the city, although the tracks 


ore still ov. ^icd by the old corporation to whom a franchise was 
ipranted years ago. 


The service is good, Gve cent fares pay its cost and a rental 


to -the corporation which owns the tracks. 


Before labor and material advanced fares were three cents.
